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Lompoc s city budget 
tells where action is 


(Editor’s note: This is the second installment in a series of articles looking 
between the covers of the Lompoc City budget for fiscal year 1969-1970. It is 
the largest budget in city history.)

ln any city budget, the normal operating and maintenance expenses account 
for the majority of the money spent but a study of capital outlay items reveals 
which way the city will grow and expand during the coming year. Capital outlay 
is a good indication of where the City Council and city staff place their empha­ 
sis and hence offers an opportunity for interested persons to study the growth 
potential of specific programs which may interest them. 
One large expenditure is the appropriation of upwards of $100,000 for the 
purchase of replacement vehicles for the city. 
Included on the list are 12 passenger vehicles of which six will go to the 
police department. The remaining six will go to the water and electrical depart- 
ments and one to City Administrator Gene Wählers. The AO presently is 
driving a 1967 Mercury which has 39,000 miles. Officials say the Mercury 
will be placed in the car pool for general use once the AO receives his new 
vehicle. The amount budgeted for the replacement car is $3,500. 
Under terms of the contract authored recently between the council and Wäh­ 
lers he has unrestricted use of the city-owned vehicle and it carries no city 
seal as required of other city cars. A part of the justification for replacing 
the AO vehicle at this time is that it is placed at the disposal of council mem­ 
bers when they need to attend out of town business meetings. 
Also included on the vehicle list are such items as a fire truck pumper 
valued at $40,000. Only half of that amount is budgeted this year. There is 
a bulldozer valued at $30,000 with only one-third of the total budgeted. There 
is a refuse packer unit valued at $18,000 and several trucks whose value range 
from $2,700 upwards to $9,500.

Demolition contractor uses 


dynamite to kill self, family 


OXFORD, ENGLAND (UPI) - A de­ 
molition contractor shooed police away 
with a chest of dynamite today and then 
blew up his house with his wife, his 
seven children and himself inside. 
Police said Michael Malloy, 39, died 
in the blast that crumbled his house, set 
fire to a neighboring house and sent a 
shock wave through this ancient univer­ 
sity city. 
Mrs. Malloy and the children were in­ 
jured and taken to a hospital. Police 
said two children suffered serious in­ 
juries. 
Earlier police had been tipped off that 
Malloy was upset after a family squab­ 
ble and had fetched a truckload of ex­ 
plosives. Two policemen posted them­ 
selves outside his house in Alice Smith 
Square. The truck drove up. 
Mrs. Malloy raced out into the front 


lawn and asked her husband to be calm. 
Malloy emerged from the truck carry­ 
ing a chest of what he described as 
explosives. 


The policemen asked him to surrend­ 
er the box. 
Malloy said no. He said he would count 
to 10 and then blow up the chest if the 
police did not step away. 
One of the policemen said later he 
had spotted a firing device in Malloy’s 
hands. 


At the count ol six, the policemen 
stepped back. Neighbor Harry Ellis, 37, 
witnessed the scene. Ellis said Malloy 
“ went into the house and there was a 
pretty terrific bang and a big flash. It 
blew me from the window over to the 
door. The living room wall caved in 
on our side,” he said.

New report: colleges head 
toward guarded camps 


City to shed light on 


downtown "goings-on

The city is planning to shed a little 
light on some of the nighttime goings 
on in the downtown business district 
and in certain residential areas of the 
city. 
It’s not that there are shady doings 
in any of the areas, it’s just that the 
city wants to brighten the dark areas 
for safety’s sake. Emil Sco ari, utilit­ 
ies manager, announced yesterday that 
new and more powerful street lights 
would be installed in the downtown area 
within the next four weeks. 
Destined for the downtown area are 
80 Lucalux lamps which have four times 
the lighting capacity of those now in 
use. The residential sections, mostly in 
the northeast and northwest will have 
25 new standards installed in mid-block 
points, Scolari said. 
The downtown lighting change will 
affect lamps from Chestnut Avenue to 
Hickory Avenue on H Street, and from 
E Street to K Street on Ocean Avenue, 
Each new lamp will have a 44,000 


lumen capacity. The same standards as 
are now employed will be used with 
the new lamps, at a change-over cost of 
$16,000. 


Scolari hopes to be able to install 
mid-block 
lighting in the 
residential 
areas during the first half of the 1969- 
70 fiscal year, starting with extra-long 
blocks. According to the utilities man­ 
ager, mid-block lighting would be in­ 
stalled in the northeast and northwest 
sections first, and would then move 
to the center of Lompoc and out from 
there. The lights installed in the res­ 
idential areas would be mercury vapor 
lights with 250 watts of power. 


Cost of each of the mid-block lighting 
fixtures, including lamp and standard, 
will be $400, Scolari said. “ If people 
want to see the affect of mid-block 
lighting, the two block area between G 
Street and E Street and Olive and Hick­ 
ory Avenues now have mid-block lighting 
in operation,” he said.

Laird weakened case 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Senate oppon­ 
ents of the Safeguard ABM system say 
Defense Secretary Melvin R Laird has 
weakened his case for the multibillion 
dollar program by revising his descrip­ 
tion of the Soviet Union’s drive for a 
first-strike nuclear capability. 
After nearly five hours of combat 
Monday with Laird and CIA Director 
Richard C Helms, members of the Sen­ 
ate Foreign Relations Committee also 
contended they had established disagree­ 
ment in the intelligence community over 
Russia’s offensive strategy. They said 
Heims told them the National Intelligence 
Board, representing all U S intelligence- 
gathering agencies, had not made any 
judgment yet on the extent of the Soviet 
threat. 
But Laird Insisted there was “ no ques­ 
tion as far as the facts are concerned 
. . . no question about Interpretation” 
between him and Helms on Soviet capa­ 
cities. 


less affirmative action is taken. 
“ The extent to which San Francisco 
State and other colleges are able to act 
decisively and swiftly needs examina­ 
tion, 
and steps must be taken to bring 
president, 
faculty and students truly 
together in critical periods,” the report 
said. 
“ Unless this is done,” it said, “ anov­ 
erriding public opinion may force the 
conversion of San Francisco State and 
other colleges into screened and guard­ 
ed camps, institutions of learning in 
name only and in reality isolated from 
the mainstream of American life. 
“ ...It may not be a banner of revolu­ 
tion that militant students are raising, so 
much as a mirror to society at large.” 
The report, “ Shut It Down! 
A Col­ 
lege in Crisis,” was prepared under 
the direction of William H. Or rick Jr., a 
San Francisco attorney who has serv­ 
ed both as an assistant 
attorney gen­ 
eral and as a deputy undersecretary of 
state. 
It differed sharply with recent state­ 
ments by Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell 
and FBI 
Director J. Edgar 
Hoover, 
who have put much of the blame on hard­ 
line 
militants who cross state lines 
to provoke campus unrest. 
“ The violence mirrors the turmoil, 
the sharply divergent outlook, and the 
economic 
and social imbalances which 
bitterly divide the American people to 
day,” Orrick’s study team said. 
“ It is misleading to attribute the 
causes of violence to outside agitators. 
The causes lie much deeper. The ugly 
consequences of violence have obscured 
the major reasons for the disorders and 
have obstructed the way to peace.” 
It blamed the teacher and student 
strike at San Francisco State and sti> 
dent disorders at many of the nation’s 
higher education institutions on “ long 
standing social and econontc injustices 
and inequities and the reluctance of the 
so-called establishment to respond rap- 
idly to the need for change.” 
Pulitzer Prize winner 
Westbrook Pegler dies 


TUCSON, Ariz. (UPD-Westbrook Peg­ 
ler, Pulitzer prize winning columnist 
known for his scathing verbal assaults 
on some of the great figures in his­ 
tory, died today at the age of 74. 
Death came at 3:30 a.m. MDT, at St. 
Mary’s 
Hospital where 
the craggy, 
browed, fierce - eyed writer was admit- 
ted about three weeks ago. 


The cause of death was not announc­ 
ed but it was known that Pegler had 
suffered from stomach cancer in recent 
years. 
At one time Pegler’s column appeared 
in 186 newspapers and he was reported 
to have accumulated a million dollars. 
He retired to his home here about five 
years ago. 


At the height of his career, Pegler 
had a gift for vituperation that many 
felt was unrivaled in modern times. He 
feuded with some of the greats of his 


day and minced no words in describ­ 
ing them.

Other capital outlay items of 
interest include these: 
—The 
refuse 
department 
plans to spend $2,500 to con­ 
struct a bin painting stall at 
the corporate yard and $1,300 to 
place base material on the road­ 
way at the landfill area, 
—the sewer department will 
expend only $3,120 this year 
in capital outlay. It will go to 
purchase items including hose 
valued at $450andalawnmower 
valued at $190. 
—The electrical department 
is the big money maker in the 
city. 
This year it is expected 
to generate upwards of $1.6 
million but it is also a big 
spender with much of its income 
going to aid other city funds. 
Сapital outlay for the new fiscal 
year is estimated at $147,350 
which will go to finance $86,500 
in equipment for the distribu­ 
tion plant, $27,000 for the trans­

Budget in 
last round 
of battle

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - As­ 
sembly Republicans and Demo 
crats, 
led by 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan 
and minority leader 
Jess Unruh, today began their 
final round in the Legislature’s 
annual battle of the budget. 
The Senate Monday barely 
passed, 27-8, a $6.19 billion 
spending program which was 
$27.2 million less than Reagan’s 
original request. 
Assembly Democrats 
later 
said they probably would insist 
on more school aid and money 
for the Educational Opportuni­ 
ties Program (EOP). 
“ We want to put in some 
meaningful stuff,” said caucus 
chairman George Zenovich, D- 
Fresno. 
He said, however, the “ coiv 
sensus of the Democrats” was 
not to liold up progress of the 
budget by technical delays. 
Assembly speaker Robert T. 
Monagan, 
R-Tracy, 
warned 
members they may have to 
nieet this weekend to complete 
work on the budget. 
“ Be available at any time, 
any day,” he told his col­ 
leagues. “ You can expect to be 
called 
into session at very 
unusual hours and days.” 
The Legislature must pass a 
budget 
by 
midnight 
next 
Monday, start of the new fiscal 
year. 
Before the Senate passed its 
budget version. Sen. Randolph 
Y. Collier, the Finance Commit­ 
tee Chairman, said he would be 
willing in a two-hour negoti^ 
tion committee to insert $3 
million for the EOP program at 
the University of California and 
the state colleges. 
The program finances higher 
education 
for 
disadvantaged 
youths who don’t meet entrance 
requirements but are judged 
capable of performing college- 
level study. 
Reagan did not include any 
EOP funds in his budget. 
The 
Senate 
approved 
the 
budget 
after 
beating 
back 
eleventh hour attempts by Sen. 
John G. Schmitz, R-Tustin, to 
cut 
off all state fiinds for 
higher education. 
Schmitz 
lost 
by 
a 
wide 
margin 
when

eliminate appropriations for UC 
and 
the 
state 
colleges 
as 
punishment

153 N. Vietnamese dead 
after 4 major battles 


SAIGON (UPI) -Tlie Allied 
troops defending b^en Het killed 
153 North Vietnamese in four 
major battles that opened the 
way for a convoy that brought 
2,000 reinforcements and a ton 
of ammunition, the U.S. com­ 
mand said today. 
Forty-eight of the Commu­ 
nists 
died 
in futile attacks 
against the Green Beret camp 
itself and two outposts just 
outside 
it manned by South 
Vietnamese mercenaries and 
their American advisers. 
South Vietnamese regulars 
northeast of the base 285 miles 
northeast 
of Saigon 
in 
the 
central highlands reported they 
had trapped another guerrillas 
unit 
and 
called in air and 
artillery strikes that left 105 
North Vietnamese dead. 
One American was killed and 
six 
were 
wounded 
as 
the 
defenders of the Green Beret 
camp leveled their guns and cut 
down the Communist charge at 
the oarbed wire early Moday. 
Losses 
among 
their 
South 
Vietnamese sidekicks, paid to 
fight, were described as light. 
The attack was the first 
ground 
assault 
against 
the 
special forces compound itself 
in the Communist siege of Ben 
Het. 
Guerrilla 
gunners 
slammed 109 rounds into thè 
l>ase following their abortive 
attack, killing two Americans 
and wounding 16.

The only subcommittee mem­ 
ber who opposed the bill was 
Assemblyman John Vasconcel- 
los, D-San Jose. 
“ All this does,’’ he contended, 
“ is project our fears of sex 
upon our children and drive 
another wedge 
between t h e 
adults, who called the shots, 
and the kids, who are trying to 
learn. 
“ There’s nothing kids 
are 
more curious about-and adults 
too, I think-than Sex.’’ 
The bill moved to the full 
Education Committee. If suc­ 
cessful there, it will be debated 
on the Assembly floor. 
The author. Sen. John G. 
Schmitz, R-Tustin, said he now 
feels “ rather confident’’ about 


final passage. “ This was the 
big hearing,’’ he said. 
“ Our chances used to be 
somewhat less than 50-50. Now, 
they’re somewhat more than 50- 
50.’’ 
Under the bill, a school could

One supporter. Dr. Allen E.

The future of cable (communi­ 
ty) television may lie in such 
fields as news, cultural pro 
grams 
and 
educational pro­ 
grams. 
The president of the National 
Cable Television 
Association 
(NCTA) 
told 
the 
group’s 
convention Monday that for an 
extra dollar a year, such a 
package could be delivered to 
subscribers already paying $5 a 
month, 
Frederick W. Ford explained 
that such an expanded educo 
tional-informational 
cable TV 
service would not draw the 
heavy fire of commercial TV 
station owners—who fear that a 
cable TV will set up a new 
national entertainment network. 
If cable TV did set up a 
national entertainment circuit, 
the 
Federal Communications 
Commission has pointed out, it 
might outbid free TV nets for 
entertainment programs. For if 
cable TV took only $1 of the $5 
monthly fee for such programs, 
it might soon have $540 million 
annually to buy entertainment. 
The big networks spend about 
half that. 
The commercial TV stations 
are also concerned about the 
threat 
that 
a cable system 
could 
relay programs from 
distant stations into their own 
marketing area. This, however, 
currently is restricted by an 
FCC interim regulation, pend­ 
ing a final decision on what to 
do 
about 
the 
competitive 
aspects of cable TV. 
The hot issues of a possible 
national entertainment network 
by cable 
reception and the 
importing of distant programs 
into local station areas are 
being discussed in detail at the 
NCTA convention here. 


As of now, calile TV goes into 
fewer than 4 million American 
homes, but that number could 
expand easily to 30 million or 
more, according to Ford, if for 
only $1 more per year it offered 
satellite-relayed nationwideed- 
ucationaJ - informational pro- 
grams. 
And Robert D. Briskman of 
the special projects office of

If cable TV gets 30 million 
subscribers within the next few

Her date flirts, 
with waitress 
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Gypsies ’ Good by to Open Road

P L A N D E G R A S S E 
(Southern France)—(N E A) 
—In 
May, 
1968, 
the first 
“ Gypsy settlement” was set 
up in France—an attempt to 
integrate a marginal and 
wandering people, number­ 
ing about 140,000 in France. 


The nomads, during the 
winter months, anchor out­ 
side the gates of cities and 
towns where they can find 
work. 
Come spring, they 
take to the road again. 


The G y p s i e s , who are 
known to be as hospitable, 
faithful and traditionalist as 
they are proud, secret and 
quick to take umbrage, find 
themselves at a crossroads 
in their lives. Can they give 
up their ancestral customs 
to b e c o me integrated in 
modern society? 
Modern life presents more 
and more difficulties and un­ 
certainties for the survival 
of the Gypsies. First of all 
there is the ever-growing 
scarcity 
of camping lots, 
which now are on the pri­ 
ority list for housing proj­ 
ects 
on 
the 
outskirts 
of 
mushrooming t owns. Sec­ 
ondly, 
the 
small 
trades 
which the nomads practice 
—chair - mending, basket - 
weaving, broommaking, tink­ 
ering, rag-and-bone collect­ 
ing, 
automobile 
wrecking 
and 
itinerant 
vending 
of 
cheap g o o d s on country 
market places—are all dis­ 
appearing with the advent of 
self-service s t o r e s in the 
smaller towns and 
super­ 
markets in the larger, as 
well as the fact that one in 
four French families owns 
an automobile which carries 
them to the nearest shopping 
center. 


They are, however, these 
G y p s i e s , 
fully - fledged 
French citizens. 
The men 
are called on for military 
service, t h e y pay taxes 
(theoretically) and therefore 
are entitled to the same 
social benefits. Every child 
born is expected to be reg­ 
istered. 


The ‘‘Gypsies Forbidden” 
sign, once so commonplace 
in France and the rest of 
Western Europe, will, it is 
hoped by social workers in­ 
terested' in the common lot 
of these people, eventually 
disappear. 


The model settlement set 
up about 10 miles away from 
Grasse, 
t h e 
world-known 
perfume center, is one of 
the many experimental sta­ 
tions which will change the 
life of the nomads. 


For centuries, little has 


changed in the way of life 
of the nomads and the wide- 
s p r e a d prejudice against 
them. 


“ It is d i f f i c u l t , in our 
standardized society, to ac­ 
cept that a Gypsy is not so 
much lazy as that he works 
just so long as he is inter­ 
ested. Then he will turn to 
his guitar, whittle away at 
some o t h e r job or just 
simply sit and meditate near 
the fire on which a cookpot 
is bubbling away,” said a 
social worker who knows 
them well. 
While society may be at 
fault for having turned its 
back on the Gypsy problem, 
it must also be said that the 
nomads themselves have un­ 
til recently avoided integra­ 
tion in a world they never 
wanted to join. On the other 
hand, they are the largest 
minority problem common 
to Europe, left to suffer be­ 
ing hounded by police from 
one site to another. 
Ten years ago the French 
government 
attempted 
to 
herd Gypsies into housing 
projects, compelling them to 
attend courses in the three 
Rs and g e n e r a l hygiene. 
They soon admitted failure 
when they found out that the 
Gypsies had torn down doors 
for firewood, sold the plumb­ 
ing for scrap and slipped 
away in the dead of night. 
Yet a survey held a few 
years ago levealed that the 
figures 
of 
juvenile 
delin­ 
quency, alcoholism and pros­ 
titution among the Gypsies 
were lower than the usual 
norms of the French popula­ 
tion. 


The architect of the pres­ 
ent 
revolution 
in 
official 
thinking about the Gypsies 
is 36-year-old J e a n - Louis 
Gaie. 
A former traveling 
salesman, 
suffering 
from 
wanderlust, he took a course 
in social work to promote 
the idea of how the Gypsy 
could exist within society 
without losing his identity 
and abandoning his tradi­ 
tions. His first exposure to 
them was as an 18-year-old 
scoutmaster working in the 
slums outside Nice. 
Some 
years later he joined a priest 
and t r a v e l e d for three 
months with a Gypsy cara­ 
van. 
Then he set out col­ 
lecting funds from wealthy 
sympathizers and then ap­ 
proached a skeptical provin­ 
cial administration in near­ 
by Grasse. 


“ The project was simple. 
We bought the materials and 
the Gypsies p r o v i d e d the 
labor. They pay rent only for 
their houses but we wanted 
to start them off with a 
vested interest in the set-

one has toilets and nobody 
has torn the doors down." 


He explained that the elders 
decide

are free to come and go at 
will with only one condition. 
They must leave the children 
in school in care of a rela­ 
tive. “ The key to the change 
is with the children. Without 
regular schooling they never 
will be able to compete in 
the 20th ceniurv.” 


So far there have been no 
dropouts in the 15 families 
of the Plan de Grasse. They 


represent 
tw o distinctive 
clans—half are Sintis (said 
to have traveled from India) 
and half are Roms (originat­ 
ing in Hungary). What they 
have in c o m m o n is a 
nomadic tradition. 


‘‘The first inkling we had 
they were settling in came 
after thev planted gardens 
in front of their houses. All of 
a sudden everyone wanted 
to 
fence 
off 
his 
area," 
explained Gaie. 
Rents are 
from $30 to $40 a month, the 
latter 
for 
a 
four-roomed 
house with k i t c h e n and 
shower. 


Pierre (Yoicky to the Gyp­ 
sies) Biccini was very proud 
to show off his four-room 
dwelling. 
“ We have four 
boys and six girls.” he said 
with a broad smile. “ The 
girls all sleep in one room, 
the boys in another.”

girls make beautiful woven 
uppers for sandals in silver, 
gold and leather thongs for 
a neighboring shoe factory. 


Some of the boys are em­ 
ployed in the workshop on 
the site.

Horror of seven years, 700 losses 
more than enough for Kranepool 


NEW 
YORK (UPI) — The 
question 
probably never 
oc­ 
curred to you, but tiow would 
you like it if they strapped you 
into a strait-jacket, dumped you 
into a dark room and made you 
live 
through 700 defeats in 
seven years? 
You’d rather go for a nice 
steak, some french fries and a 
cold beer, you say? 
Ed Kranepool says make his 
the same. 
He tried a couple of portions 
of that first order and he says 
uh-uh, it didn’t have it. 
Kranepool, who has been with 
the suddenly spectacular, sky­ 
rocketing Mets longer than any 
other player, from the first 
year they started in fact, never 
was tossed into a dark room 
after they put the uniform on 
him but the living horror of 
suffering through 
all those 
losses is something he can tell 
you about first hand. 
“ You can never imagine how 
frustrating it is to lose, lose, 
lose, every day,” says Krane­ 
pool, whom the Mets signed 
their first year in existence in 
1962 and installed into their 
lineup before that season was 
through. 
“ I realized we weren’t gonna 
win overnight, but I honestly 
didn’t think it would take this 
long. Do you know what it’s like 
going seven years and losing 
700 games?” 
Have the Mets really lost 
that many? 
“ Figure it out for yourself.” 
Kranepool says. “ Seven years 
and an average of 100 losses 
each year. That comes to 700 
losses, doesn’t it?” 
Actually 737 up until this 
year, but this year things are 
entirely different. Yes, sir. The 
Mets not only are rocking along 


at a better than .500 clip for 
the first time in their history, 
but they’re not so breathless 
over their second-place perch in 
National League East that they 
don’t think that they can climb 
any higher. There’s only one 
other place that’s higher and 
even if the Mets have never been 
there, they’ve heard of it. They 
see no reason why they can’t 
reach it and hold it. 
“ Why not?” says Kranepool, 
talking about the what once 
was but no longer a 100-to-1 
possiblity the Mets can take it 
all 
“ Nothing is impossible. 
Didn’t the Red Sox prove that a 
couple of years ago over in the 
other league? I think our pitch­ 
ing can beat anyone. 
There’s an altogether differ­ 
ent attitude on our club than 
there used to be. We never think 
we can lose.” 
Kranepool originally signed 
with the Mets for an $85,000 
bonus when lie was a 17-year- 
old high school kid out of the 
Bronx. He lives in Long Island 
now and is the club veteran at 
24 but there are many more 
differences about him. 
Where once Ed Kranepool was 
skittish and immature, 
he’s 
much more level-headed 
and 
less impetuous now. He under­ 
stands a lot more than he once 
did, too. 
Kranepool already has dou­ 
bled his home run output over 
last year and exceeded his RBI 
total. He has knocked in 27 runs 
so far and been 
a 
big con­ 
tributor in the Mets’ climb. 
“ Everybody on the club has 
contributed,” he points 
out, 
eager to get the record straight. 
“ When we won those 11 in a 
row not long ago, practically 
everybody in the lineup won a 
game. Tommy Agee hit two

CHICAGO— (NEA)— This is 
how it bagan: one day in early 
May Jack Childers, who heads 
a sales merchandising company 
here, approached one of his 
several athlete-clients, Randy 
Hundley, with a business pro­ 
posal. 


The deal would involve Hund­ 
ley and eight of his Chicago 
Cub teammates— the big name 
players: Ernie Banks, Ron San­ 
to, Don Kessinger, Glenn Beck- 
ert, Billy Williams, Ferguson 
Jenkins, Ken Holtzman and Phil 
Regan. 
Their autographs and face 
sketches would appear on T- 
shirts. 


“ It’s a good idea,” 
said 
Hundley, “ but I’d like to have 
the whole team in on it. And if 
the manufacturers won’t go for 
that, then I’d like to split our 
guaranteed 
money and royal­ 
ties among all the players. 


“ I don’t think it’s fair that 
just because some guys play 
all the time that we should 
be taking advantage of those 
in the bull pen or on the bench. 
We’re winning because its a 
team effort. The other 16 play­ 
ers are contributing, too. So is 
the manager and the coaches, 
and even the trainer and club­ 
house boy.” 


Hundley discussed it with Re­ 
gan, the club player represen­ 
tative. Then they talked it over 
with the other seven start. It 
was unanimously agreed upon. 
In a clubhouse meeting, Regan 
told the rest of the club, the 
Banks and Santo gave short, 
seconding speeches. And the 
idea followed that wherever a 
few players are on a TV com­ 
mercial or inanednorsementor 
a promotional tie-in,— and to be 
split at the end of the season 
into 32 shares. 


“ The concept,” said Regan, 
“ was not 
entirely 
original. 
When I was with the Dodgers 
in 1966, we had a similar set­ 
up.

At first, Childers thought that 
if the team could make $25,000 
to $50,000 for the season it 
would be doing excellent. 
“ We exceeded that figure in 
the first week on T-shirt sales,” 
said Childers. ’The Cubs have 
really captured this town, the 
way they’ve been playing. And 
store managers tell me they 
can’t keep the T-shirts mstock."

Suffice to say that 
he decided to lead through 
dummy’s spade rather than

home and not have a single per­ 
son to love you. The gulf is 
too great. It frightens me.” 
She was born Ethel Frances 
Gumm in Grand Rapids, Minn., 
and there always was a bit of 
the little girl from the small 
town about her. But she pos­ 
sessed 
an inimitable 
quality 
with a song and an offbeat 
sense of humor that belied the 
small town quality. 
Over many years of associa­ 
tion with Judy, I found her to 
be an insecure and brilliant 
girl - woman who found 
it 
difficult to maintain a working 
arrangement with reality. 
Judy’s impetuousity and verve 
was illustrated in an anecdote 
she frequently told me. One 
lonely day she felt CBS wasn’t 
paying her enough 
for 
her 
television show. She found a 
quick solution. 
“ I picked up the telephone 
and called the White House,” 
Judy related. “ I adored Presi­ 


dent Kennedy and made appear­ 
ances for his election. When I 
told him my problem, he ad­ 
vised me to ask for more mon­ 
ey. 
“ When I asked him how I 
could repay him, the President 
said he was involved at that 
very moment in a vital con­ 
ference and needed to relax. 
He asked me to sing 'Over the 
Rainbow.’ So I did and he thank­ 
ed me and told me to call when­ 
ever he could be of help.” 
A saving grace during Judy’s 
47 years was her capacity for 
self deprecation. She enjoyed 
recalling, ruefully, the tortue 
she endured to play Dorothy in 
The Wizard of Oz. 
“ They wantedShirley Temple 
for the role,” Judy once told 
me. “ But they had to settle for 
me and tried to make me look 
as much like Shirley as possi­ 
ble. 
“ I was fat, had crooked teeth, 
straight and black hair and the 
wrong kind of nose. So they 
made me wear a corset, a wig, 
capped my teeth and put horri­ 
ble things in my nose to turn 
up like Shirley’s. Making that 
picture was almost the end of 
me.” 
In recent years, Judy had un­ 
dergone a tremendous change 
in appearance. She weighed less 
than 100 pounds and was vir­ 
tually terrified of being alone. 
She was a lonely figure, how­ 
ever, who spent the nights tele­ 
phoning friends just to talk. 
On more 
than one occasion 
she would call me in the pre­ 
dawn hours on wherever she 
happened to be in the world, 
explaining, “ I just want some­ 
body to talk to.” 


Judy longed to work — in 
movies, on stage and television. 
But her essential introversion 
caused her endless pain. 
She 
frequently entertained 
fortified by alcohol or tranqui­ 
lizers. 
She lost many engagements 
toward the end by failing to 
meet curtain calls. On other oc­ 
casions, Judy would march on 
stage filled with confidence and 
totally captivate an audience. 
Before being forced to sell 
her quarter-million dollar home 
in Brentwood, Judy used to pace 
her living room listening to her 
own albums on her stereo set. 
Her particular favorite washer 
concert in Carnegie Hall. 
Not long ago she told me, “ up 
on that stage is the only time 
that I ’m truly alive on my own. 
After I walked into the wings, I 
felt I died a little bit.” 
Judy could not comprehend 
when her myriad fans began 
forgetting her. She could not 
understand public fickliness and 
misunderstood it for hostility 
for her. She often thought there 
was a conspiracy in show bus­ 
iness to blacklist her from 
films and television. That’s why 
she preferred personal appear­ 
ances. 
“ Standing on that stage to the 
applause 
and 
love 
of 
an 
audience 
is like taking 1,900 
wakeup pills,” she used to say. 
“ It’s the adrenaline glands, an 
electric charge — everything 
rolled into one.” 
Judy was 
a 
hypochondriac 
who frequently called doctors 
when she suspected she was 
suffering from a heart attack 
or another calamitous disease. 
She did have a strong consti­ 
tution and overcame a serious 
liver ailment more than 10 
years ago. 
She liked to joke about her 
marriages and the tragic child­ 
hood she had as a perform­ 
er, often wishing she had grown 
up in her native town of Grand 
Rapids, Minn. 
She spoke well of her father 
whom she adored but who was 
overshadowed 
by the 
stage 
mother who pushed Judy to 
stardom. 
“ I don’t mind telling people I 
used to think of my mother as 
an old witch,” Judy said one 
late night as she drank most of 
a bottle of vodka. “ And I have 
a feeling she’s flying around 
here somewhere 
listening to 
every word I ’m saying.” 
Judy Garland always found it 
easier to laugh than to cry. She 
had few friends because she 
wanted constant attention and 
was 
mystified when friends 
were occupied with activities 
that did not include her.

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Television in Review

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) 
Most 
of the recent attention given to 
television’s 
“ Death 
Valley 
Days” has centered on its suc­ 
cessive hosts-Ronald Reagan, 
the late Robert Taylor and, now, 
Dale Robertson. But the syn­ 
dicated series is a gold mine 
of broadcasting lore and color­ 
ful western stories. 
Perhaps 
the most amazing 
single fact about the show is 
that it soon will mark its 40th 
year-repeat, 40th year-on the 
air, 
first in radio, 
then 
television. No other broadcast 
western, not even “ Gunsmoke” 
comes even close. 
I doubt, though, that anything 
or 
anyone 
connected 
with 
“ Death Valley Days” has been 
as colorful as the lady who 
created it-Ruth 
Woodman, 
a 
petite, New York-born graduate 
of Vassar and descendant of 
Massachusetts Gov. John Win- 
throp. I have never met a more 
charming or unforgettable lady. 
I remember a talk we 
had 
just a decade ago, when “ Death 
Valley Days” was marking its 
30th anniversary on the air. 
Mrs. Woodman, story editor 
and chief writer for the show 
from its early days, bore such 
a striking resemblance to Ethel 
Barrymore and was so sophisti­ 
cated with her wit and clipped 
New England accent, that 
it 
seemed 
incredible to connect 
her with the Wild West stories 
she told of herself and 
the 
show. 
It was almost impossible to 
believe she had gambled with 
prospectors, “ packed in” 
on 
horseback and visited rough 
saloons 
in 
her search 
for 
material. But she had, indeed, 
done all these things and more. 
And she told how she had got 
into this unlikely career: 
“ I was a copy writer for an 
advertising agency in New York. 
The sales 
of one of our 
clients had been going down, so 
we suggested they get a pro 
gram 
on 
this new medium, 
radio. 
The 
client’s 
product 
came 
from the desert, so we 
suggested 
that 
the program 
should have something to do 
with that area. I was assigned 
to write it, and the client liked 


the audition. 
“ Then my boss told me, ‘Oh, 
there's one little hitch. The 
client wants you to go out there 
to the desert. He doesn’t want 
anyone sitting back in New York 
writing it 
off the 
top 
of 
his imagination.’ Well, you can 
imagine the fun that everyone 
in the office had at my ex­ 
pense. Here I was going to 
this hot, dirty place. When I 
was on the train west, I kept 
getting telegrams from friends 
asking me if I had forgot my 
umbrella or my rubbers.” 
The show was created in 1930, 
and Mrs. Woodman recalled the 
highlight of her first trip west: 
“ My boss thought that maybe 
I needed a chaperone, so my 
guide was a man named Wash 
Cahill, a railroad superinten­ 
dent. My mother had 
come 
along too, and she was a very 
proper New England lady. 
“ Well, we were riding along 
in a car one day when 
along 
came a car from the opposite 
direction. When it got 
close 
enought, everyone realized it 
as the car of Death Valley 
Scottie. He 
was 
a 
real 
character. A machine gun was 
mounted on the front of the 
car. He wore his usual red tie 
and white 10-gallon hat. He came 
over to 
us 
with 
a bottle of 
whiskey, looked at my mother 
and said, “ Well, mother, you’re 
the oldest. You have the first 
hoist.” 
“ Mother said, ‘Thank you, 
Mr. Scott,’ and took a slug. She 
never would have called 
him 
Scottie. 
Then he asked her 
‘How about a chaser?’ Mother 
never heard of a chaser, so she 
said, “ No thank you, 
Mr. 


Scott,’ and handed the bottle 
back. Well, Scottie came over 
to her, slapped her on the back 
and said, ‘Mother, you’re all 
right,” ’ 
Mrs. Woodman, a hard-dig­ 
ging researcher, said Scottie 
was an ex-trick rider 
with 
Buffalo B ill and lived in a $2 
million castle in Death Valley. 
He said he owned a gold mine, 
but Mrs. Woodman discovered 
he got 
the money 
from 
a 
businessman associate in Chic­ 
ago, “ and never slept in 
the 
castle but in a shack down by 
his mules.” 
It is very possible that the 
greatest “ Death Valley Days” 
story of them all has been that 
of Ruth Woodman, Ex Vassar.

Not enough 


Little more than a decade ago, President Dwight Eisenhower 
stated that he could think of nothing the United States govern­ 
ment had less business getting involved with than the promo­ 
tion of birth control. 
Pressure on the government to “ do something” has great­ 
ly intensified since then. The federal government, it is said, 
should give highest priority to ghetto-oriented family-planning 
program s to help an estimated five million women who, it is 
claimed, have been deprived of knowledge about and access 
to birth-control methods. 
The common assumption behind this pressure is that, until 
recently, contraception has been a tabooed subject in the United 
States. The affluent have always practiced it, while hypocriti­ 
cally denying it to the poor, who would like to limit their fam­ 
ilies if only they could. 
A student of population challenges this assumption. For at 
least a generation, the majority of Americans have favored 
government birth-control information programs, says Judith 
Blake, chairman of the Department of Demography at the Uni­ 
versity of California, Berkeley. 
She cites Gallup polls dating as far back as 1937 showing 
overwhelming approval. More significant, however, are other 
more recent surveys revealing that this approval is actually 
lowest among the “ target” groups themselves — the poor and 
uneducated. 
“ When one bears in mind the fact that the poor have no dif­ 
ficulty in gaining access to illegal narcotics,” she writes in 
Science magazine, “ it would be difficult to explain why such 


an important ‘m arket’ for birth - control m aterials—legal or 
illegal-would have escaped the attention of enterprising busi­ 
nessmen or bootleggers” — unless we take into account the 
factor of motivation. 
Today, as throughout history, strong pressures exist in 
society that motivate people to m arry and have children. 
Especially for poor women, who lack the education and oppor­ 
tunity for other careers, motherhood is the sole occupa­ 
tion offered to them. Increased lifespan has only increased 
the pressure to have several children to insure that one enjoys 
a family life for most of one’s life. 
The notion that through birth-control information, most 
women will “ see the e rro r of their ways” and decide to have 
two-child families is naive, says Blake, since few healthy 
and energetic women are going to deprive themselves of most 
of the rewards society has to offer them and choose a situa­ 
tion that allows neither a life’s work outside the home nor 
one within it. 
In sum, the problem of inhibiting population growth in the 
United States cannot be 
dealt 
with in term s of “ family- 
planning needs” because this country is weft beyond the 
point of “ needing” birth-control methods. Rather it is one 
involving basic changes in the social organization that will 
make nonmarriage, childlessness and small families far more 
prevalent than they are today. 
How the social organization is to be changed this dras­ 
tically, 
not 
only in Am erica but throughout the world, is 
something else.

The school nurse 


School nurses serve in more capaci­ 
ties than merely checking a kids tonsils, 
according to a year-end health service 
summary handed to school trustees to­ 
day. 
F or example dur­ 
ing the year, nurses 
gave 503 classroom 
presentations 
on 
family living, nutri­ 
tion, the dangers of 
tobacco, drugs 
and 
alcohol, the value of 
good dental hygiene 
and the importance of 
physical fitness. 
The nurses a n d 
their aids were also a good source for 
information from the Cancer A ssocia­ 
tion; March of Dimes, Santa Barbara 
County Health Department and the Dairy 
Council. 
In addition to all this, according to 
the report, the nurses held sessions with 
teachers, conducted two workshops on 
family living for the benefit of teach­ 
ers, provided vision and hearing screen­ 
ing, and served as an important liason 
between school and home. 
Nurses worked with parents and their 
children to help correct inadequacies and 
where needed provided the necessary in­ 
formation on various community agen­ 
cies that provide specialized aid. 
Over and above all this, however, the 
school 
nurse 
has been an important 
listening post to detect malnutrition, 
poor health and personal hygiene and 


other 
irregularities that would impair 
the learning process. 
During the year, 
tl>2 nurses con­ 
ducted vision screening for 10,598 pupils, 
and gained the financial assistance of 
the Lompoc Lions Club for 48 child­ 
ren with vision problems. Color tests, 
given to 2,787 children revealed 65 
children with some color identification 
deficiency. 
Hearing screening tests were given 
to 
7,384 students, additional tests to 
1,080 of these and finally 215 children 
were referred for further examination. 
Like the Lions Club, the PTA and Red 
C ross volunteers provided assistance for 
m ass testing in various programs. The 
latter two organizations, for example, 
aided in the weighing and measuring of 
the 
children. They also aided in the 
vision and hearing screening programs 
and kindergarten registration. 
During the year, nurses gave first aid 
in 203 accidents in secondary education 
levels and 196 in elementary grades. 
Future plans include more attention 
to the mental health of the children, 
the expansion of the in-service education 
for teachers; the creation of a dental 
clinic with the cooperation of loc^l den­ 
tists; and the creation of a health coun­ 
cil to serve as an advisory group for 
evaluating the health program; and the 
previewing of family life films. The coun­ 
cil would include a physician, a teacher, 
a parent, school administrator and a psy­ 
chologist and a nurse. 
The latter goal may raise some eye­

School of­ 
ficials closest to the program were not 
available for discussion on the subject 
Monday.

European tourism 


SALZBURG, Austria. - Tourism is 
to Europe what hay is to a horse. But 
the great and consequential tourist boom 
has run off the rails. The flow of Amer­ 
ican visitors is up, not down, but we 
are 
an amazingly small part of the 
whole world. Less than 2 per cent of 
Europe’s tourists come from our coun­ 
try. 
Any 
complaint 
abroad about how we 
swarm over Europe 
is sheer, unadulter­ 
ated nonsense. Hokus 
hokey, hokum. 
Incredibly, 
tour­ 
ism is today the la r­ 
gest single item in 
world trade. Nothing 
else even approaches 
it. 
The bonanza ex­ 
ceeded $14.5 billion last year. And one 
European country after another, although 
reluctant to admit it, could no more do 
without the tourists they may not like 
(but need) than a jet can do without its 
wings. 
Here, in lovely Austria, the visiting 
spenders account for 10 per cent of the 
national income and have lifted the gold 
reserves to 125 per cent of the outstand­ 
ing paper currency. Greece collected 
$144 million in the bonanza last year - 
Zeus descending upon Danae in a show­ 
e r of gold. 
Italy collected $1.42 billion. For the 
first time in history visitors are spend­ 
ing more money there than in F ranсe. 
The result increased Italy’s gold and 
foreign-currency reserves a full 20 per­ 
cent in 1968 alone. 
Tourism is up 580 per cent over just 
10 years ago in Spain. Nearly five times 
as many people now visit Spain as visit 
Britain. 
Britain expects 4.5 million 
visitors this year, up from a flat 4 
million in 1968. But the Minister of 
Commerce in Madrid told me his coun­ 
try will have 20 million and hit another 
new all-time 
record. Britons normally 
spend $960 million a year on vaca­ 
tions abroad, a full half of the total in 
Spain. 
Fran ce’s loss during de Gaulle’s fool­ 
hardy antagonisms to foreigners has been 
Spain’s gain. French hotel-keepers say 
they needed him like 
a hole in the 
head. 
The 
Paris government slapped 
a $200-a-year limit on its citizens’ va­ 
cation spending when the franc began 
to slid. 
The French Riviera current-, 
ly reports a big bulge in summer book-, 
ings — but from Frenchmen, not from 
foreign spenders. 
The French who do go abroad go pre­ 
dominately to Spain - seven million 
last year, about a third of all the visi­ 
tors to Spain. Britain, in turn, tradi­ 
tionally gets more tourists from France 
than from any other country. 
In Lisbon I found the Portuguese bank­ 
e rs optimistic about this year’s tourist 
intake, and they frankly admitted that 
the country would lose overnight the main 
thrust of its present prosperity were 
it not for the tourists. In Morocco I 
encountered the same admission. “Tour­ 
ists now take the place of the poor,” 
you te a r in these countries. “They are 
always with u s.” 
But 
even 
last 
year tourist travel 
throughout the world increased only 3 
per cent in contrast with gains of 6 per 
cent in 1967 and 13 per cent in 1966, 
a clear leveling-off. A Zurich banker 
observed to me that “ the immense post­ 
war bulge is obviously o ver.” 
The British now can spend only $120 
a year each on nonbusiness trips abroad, 
with no sign of a let-up so long as the 
pound stays flabby. Moreover, behind the 
scenes, a veritable parade of other coun­ 
tries is quietly slapping on such re­ 
strictions. 
There are 21 member nations in the 
Organization for Economic Cooperation 
and Development (OECD), headquartered 
in Paris. Of these, six - France, B ri­ 
tain, Greece, Turkey, Iceland and Japan 
— have already applied overseas spending 
limits that squeeze their citizens down 
to nickels and dimes. Meanwhile, touring 
costs 
now average 5 to 10 per cent 


higher than last year. Small-scale pocket- 
booked Europeans themselves are com­ 
plaining. 
About 185 million people live in the six 
Common Market countries alone. In 1968, 
Europe’s tourists totalled 103 million. 
Only 1.9 million came from America. 
The intercontinental airlines operate 
more than 3,000 planes on the Atlantic 
run. Bookings are 10 to 15 per cent 
ahead of a year ago. Ninety-nine per 
cent of our citizens who come over 
here now travel by plane; only 1 per 


cent aboard the ships. The latter seem 
almost as forgotten as Gertrude Ederle, 
the 
English Channel swimmer of the 
’20s. 


Yet even today an estimated 100 mil­ 
lion Americans have never flown any­ 
where on an airline. The great summer 
resort for us Americans is the automo­ 
bile. Overwhelmingly, we omit Europe. 
We cruise the U S A

Where they go 


Trips are the main concern of J. 
Walter Scott, and they have nothing to 
do with those hooked by drugs. 
Scott, staff coordinator for the South 
Coast Transportation Study (SCOTS) pro­ 
gram , 
has an office 
full of charts, 
graphs and statistical reports on vehic­ 
ular trips. 
Trips that the family breadwinner 
takes when he goes to and from the 
office . . . to the neighborhood bar or 
a restaurant. 
Trips that his wife takes to the super­ 
market, . . . to the corner grocery . . . 
or the beauty parlor. 
Trips that Junior 
and Sis take to 
school, . . . or to the library or movies. 
They 
all add up when you get a 
majority of the 125,000 people on the 
South Coast getting behind the wheels of 
well over 60,000 vehicles regularly and 
utilizing some 600 miles of streets, 
county and state roads, and freeways in 
the narrow coastal shelf from Carpin­ 
tería to Gaviota. 
The news had just come through thal 
the proposed $3-million 
extension ol 
Ward Memorial Freeway in Goleta Val­ 
ley 
had been canceled by 
the State 
Division of Highways because of divided 
community feeling. 
Scott, whose office is completing a 
major analysis and forecast of trans­ 
portation in the area, had no comment 
as to whether this was good or bad from 
a traffic point of view. 
But Scott is coming out, nevertheless, 
with a blockbuster of a report in the 
next few weeks which will show a pro­ 
jected giant buildup of vehicles and driv­ 
e rs on what basically is a road system 
that is expanding at a relatively slow 
rate. 
Scott’s staff interviews drivers and 
people at home. One household out of 
every eight on the South Coast. They 
get population projections from the Plan­ 
ning 
Department, 
also 
housing pro­ 
jections. They get up-dated car registra­ 
tion figures, employment figures, other 
economic data. 
The raw material goes into computers 
and comes out again. 
The results— 1964 basic data was the 
starter 
and it is updated annually— 
then go to local agencies for them to 
make 
their decisions. 
The local ag­ 
encies include the cities of Santa Bar­ 
bara and Carpintería, and the county. 
SCOTS doesn’t tell anyone what to 
do. The statistics are designed to guide 
the city councils and the Board of Super­ 
visors along with planning and road de­ 
partments, he said. 
“ These are local decisions that are 
made,” emphasized Scott, whose salary 
is paid by the State Division of High­ 
ways. 
The SCOTS organization- with 
the help from the cities and county in 
supply of personnel, clerical help and 
office space-put out its first report in 
1967. 
The new report projects traffic vol­ 
umes in the coastal area to 1990. This 
isn’t too far ahead, just far enough so 
that the county and city officials can 
plan well enough ahead before cars get 
to be bumper-to-bumper on the present 


congested roadways, it is indicated. It 
takes five or seven years between the 
signing of a freeway agreement and com­ 
pletion of a freeway stretch, Scott points 
out. 
The year 1990 isn’t so far ahead as 
one imagines. 
What are some of the 1990 projections 
on trips, etc.? 
Scott said the number of vehicles pre­ 
dicted to be roaming the city and county 
streets and roadways by 1990 on the 
South Coast will be up to a towering 
134,000, a 140 per cent boost since 1964 
basic data. 
“ Would you believe it?” he asked. 
“ We found one family with six cars!” 
Many have three ca rs, a fewer number 
four. But six! “ I don’t know what they’re 
doing with that number,” be said. 
Daily Vehicle trips are projected to 
a 1990 total of 790,000 a 160 per cent 
boost over 1964 figures. 
These are individual trips in and out 
of the study area. 
Evidently, the planners, supervisors 
and city officials need plenty of lead 
time 
when it comes 
to plotting out 
wider and more roadways. 
The proliferation of drivers, vehicles 
and trips comes as a result of the fact 
the South Coast of the county continues 
to be one of the biggest growth areas 
in the entire country, said Scott.
